Rico independent. I do not believe 
that the rank 
and 
file 
of Porto 
Rican voters want it, either; the in­ 
dependence propagandists are pro­ 
fessional agitators many of whom 
were not even born on the island. To 
the Porto Ricans who desire inde 
pendence, I would say: ‘Make Porto 
Rico a full-fledged state of the un­ 
ion; elect your own governors then, 
and you will have all the independ- 
ece you want, and be infinitely bet­ 
ter off than if the island were an 
independent 
nation.’

PROSPECTOR TELLS OF 
WONDERFUL 60LD HELD 


San Francisco, July 12.—An El­ 
dorado whose richness in gold is so 
great as to prevent estimation of 
its value has been discovered in 
Mexico, according to Ralph L. Van 
Der Naiilen, who has returned to 
San Francisco after obtaining from 
President Obregon a concession to 
work his discovery. 
According to Van Der Naiilen, 
two montks and a half of explora­ 
tion over a river valley territory 
two hundred miles in length re­ 
vealed placer gold deposits which 
exceed in value those of California 
and Klondike and their extent is 
many tinus greater. 
The territory in the concession 
includes several thousand square 
miles, taking in the valleys of the 
Yaqni. the Mayo, the Fuerto and 
Sinaloa ricers. On the Sinaloa and 
Fuerto, Vin Der Neillen made his 
most intensive prospecting. 
As prod of his remarkable story, 
Van Der Naiilen brought hack one 
gold nugget measuring four and 
one-half inches in width and weigh­ 
ing more than four pounds. Other 
samples stowed the richness of the 
deposits. *alf ounce nuggets being 
most common. 
So rich in gold is the gravel in 
one part of the territory. Van Der 
Naiilen sad, that even the adobe 
walls of tie homes of the Indian 
residents 'when 
pulverized 
and 
washed disclosed a pay streak. 
At one po*nt his Party Purchased 
and killed some chickens. Van Der 
Naiilen exhibits the product of the 
chicken craws showing gold flakes 
of appreciable size.

Washington, July 12.—America’s 
foreign trade fell off 
more 
than 
$3,000,000,000 during the fiscal year 
ended June 30. 
A summary of 
trade issue yesterday by 
the de- I 
partment of commerce shows the I 
slump was about evenly divided be- I 
tween exports and imports. 
Exports for the fiscal year aggre­ 
gated $6,519,000,000, as 
compared 
with $8,108,000,000 the year before 
while imports amounted to $3,666,- 
000,000, as 
against 
$5,238,000,000 
the previous year. 
Tile trade bal­ 
ance in favor of the United States 
for the year was $2,852,000,000. 
Exports in June 
totaled $340,- 
000,000 as against $329,000,000 in 
May and $629,000,000 in June, 1920, 
while imports 
were 
$198,000,000, 
compared with $240,000,000 in May 
and $552,000,000 in June, 1920. 
While lower than the total 
for 
the previous year and the $7,000,- 
000 total in 1919, exports 
for the 
last fiscal year were greater than 
the total of $5,919,000,000 in 1918 
and $6,290,000,000 in 1917. 
Imports during the 
past 
fiscal 
year were greater than any 
year 
since 1917, with the exception 
of 
1920. 
Gold imports for the fiscal year 
aggregated $646,000,000, 
compared 
with $150,000*,000 in 
the 
previous 
year, while exports 
totaled 
$133,- 
000,000 as against $466,000,000. 
For the month of June gold im­ 
ports aggregated 
$44,000,000, com­ 
pared with 
$25,000,000 in June a 
year ago, while exports amounted 
to $773,000 as against $5,000,000 in 
June 1920.

the colonists and the history of 
the World War, is being prepared 
as the feature event of a program 
of observance to which latt.er- 
Plymouth has given over its en­ 
ure summer. 
A moon just, past the first quar­ 
ter on the night of July 13 will 
look down on strange sights, and 
the murmur of the breaking waves 
driven Inward by the high tide 
will serve as a soft accompani­ 
ment to unwonted sounds. 
Hel­ 
meted Vikings, adventurous mar­ 
iners of a England, 
Holland 
and , 
France, gaily clad 
courtiers 
of I 
King James, Puritans 
in 
sober 
raiment and stolid Dutch burghers 
will pass and repass on land and 
water. 
Out in the harbor the lit­ 
tle ship Mayflower will swing at 
and a great Norse galley 
will cut the waves. 
Voices up­ 
lifted in speecs and song and mu­ 
sic from a hundred instruments 
will ald in carrying an audience of 
thousands back over the centuries. 
All of this and more will be 
seen and heard in the first produc­ 
tion of the pageant for which four­ 
teen hundred men, women 
and 
children of Plymouth and the little 
'“ountry towns nearby have been 
rehearsing at feverish pace under 
the 
deriction 
of George 
Pierce 
Baker, professor of dramatic liter­ 
ature at Harvard University. The 
pageant was devised by Dr. Baker 
as the great public event of the 
celebration of the tercentenary of 
the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply­ 
mouth on the twenty-first of De­ 
cember, 1620. 
The celebration was opened in 
a more formal way and with an 
audience necessarily limited 
on 
the precise anniversary in Decem­ 
ber last, when a commemoratory 
oration was delivered by Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 
The tercen­ 
tenary commission reserved for a 
season less uncomfortably reminis­ 
cent of the harships of the first 
Pilgrim winter, the out-of-door fea­ 
tures. 
The exigencies of the pageant 
require a tide condition available 
at only three periods of four days 
each this summer. 
The pageant 
therefore will be given on the 
night of July 20 and the three 
nights following, the four nights 
beginning on July 30 and four be 
ginning on August IO. 
It Is expected that President 
Harding will be the guest of the 
commission on August I and will 
view the pageant that night. 
In 
possession of his promise to come 
here at that time unless prevented 
by the pressure of public business, 
the commission is laying plans to 
care for the greatest throng the 
old town has ever seen. The pres­ 
ence of a modern armada of Amer­ 
ican naval vessels in Cape Cod 
Bay at the same time will be a 
further magnet to tourists. 
The somewhat archaic canopy 
which bent Its arches over Ply­ 
mouth Rock for a long period and 
which has been familiar to many 
i generations 
of 
school 
children 
through the illustrations in their 
history books was removed this 
year. The rock, split by frost and 
previous movings, 
was carefully 
rejoined *and restored to its origi­ 
nal place on the shore of the har­ 
bor. 
An architectural background 
and a landing stage will make the 
approach to the rock impressive 
and beautiful. 
Passamaquoddy 
Indians 
from 
eastern Maine, with a few of their 
Penobscot cousins, have been jn- 
stalled in a genuine Indian village 
in one of the town parks. 
Here 
each day they exhibit their ingen­ 
ious handiwork an revive ancient 
dances and rites of their tribes. 
On the site of each of the Pil­ 
grim houses that huddled to the 
weather side of Cole’s and Burial 
Hills, where the 
meeting-house, 
fort and watch-tower stood, is a 
marker inscribed with a sentence 
or two of the settlement’s history. 
The graves of the Forefathers on 
the hillside are similarly designat­ 
ed. Relics of Pilgrim days are ex­ 
hibited in temporary museums In 
addition to the permanent exhi­ 
bition in Pilgrim Hall. 
But It is upon the pageant that 
chief reliance is placed for the 
scoring of an indelible impression 
upon the brains of those who wor­ 
ship this year at
